Ws publish this week a list of the several recruit- 
ing stations of the Army, giving, so far as practi- 
cable, the new assignments which went into effect 
October 1. 


Spectra, Orders of this week make numerous 
changes in stations of officers of the Quartermaster’s 
and Medical Departments, all of which will be found 
under the appropriate Army headings. 














Sr0RETARY WHITNEY in his annual report will re- 
eommend that the cadet engineers be restored to the 
numbers in the list of assistant engineers they would 
have had they not been illegally dismissed from the 
Service by ex-Secretary Chandler. An effort will 
be made to secure the passage of the bill for the re- 
lief of the cadet engineers which was favorably re- 
ported upon by the committees of both houses of 
Congress last winter. This bill gives the cadet en- 
gineers their proper numbers and pay as assistant 
engineers from the date of their restoration to the 
Service. 

Tae Army and Navy Gazette learns that the 
United States is imitating Russia, and begin- 
ning to largely discard coal for liquid fuel, which 
prompts it to say: ‘* We think the Admir- 
alty should send some competent official to tae 
Petroleum Exhibition to be held at St. Peters- 
burg, under the auspices of the Russian Govern- 
ment, in November. At this will be shown in 
working order all the appliances for burning liquid- 
uel in steamers and locomotives in vogue in Russia, 
and as these number some 40 or 50 different types, 
it should be possible for a good commissioner to ob- 
tain valuable data regarding the best. We may 
mention that between 200 and 300 steamers and 
over 1,000 locomotives and stationary engines now 
burn liquid-fuel in Russia. The Russian Admiralty 
is now having liquid fuel furnaces fitted to the 
heavy ironclad Tchesmé, at Sebastopol.” 














SPEAKING of the description of the battle of Tel- 
el-Kebir, published in the Wineteenth Century by 
Sir E. Hamley, the Army aud Navy Gazette says : 
“The article, admirable in its descriptive power, is, 
without being contemptuous to one whom it never 
mentions at all, a distinct and loud sounding slap 
in the faceto the writer of the Tel-el-Kebir des- 
patches and the winner of Tel-el-Kebir. ‘I and 
my division did it all—alone we did it, boys.’ It 
may be,” the Gazette adds, ‘‘ that those who admin- 
inister the affairs of the Army at the War 
Office, above all at the Horse Guards, think that Sir 
E. Hamley displayed such a want of judgment and 
temper in military ethics as rendered it inexpedient to 
divert him from the political career to which he de 
voted himself in 1885; but it is not, we are confi- 
dent, owing to any intervention of Lord Wolseley 
that they have been induced to take that view, and 
that they have resolved, if it comes to it, to let him 
Tan out into retirement.” 








Tas Artillery Council, the ecmposition of which 
we i account last week, assembled iu New York 
on i 

y of this week and organized by appoint- 
ing Major Royal T. Frank, ist Art., President, and 





ist Lieutenant A. B. Dyer, 4th U. 8. Art , Secretary. 
In announcing, publicly, the fact of the Council be- 
ing organized, the President urges upon those officers 
of the artillery who have not yet done so to submit 
their views respecting the present organization, ad- 
ministration and instruction of the arm, together 
with such suggestions as will lead toits improvement. 
He also invites those officers who can conveniently 
do so, and have any measures to propose, 
to appear before the Council and explain them 
in person. The first business of the Council was 
to examine the several papers submitted to it and 
that will occupy nearly the whole of this week. The 
utmost harmony prevails among the members, and 
it is their especial wish tbat the whole of the artil- 
lery shall express their sentiments on the important 
subject in hand, and that everything pertaining to 
it may be discussed and decided upon in the most 
liberal spirit. 


Tue Act of Congress, approved July 5, 1884, au- 
thorizes the appointment of as many post Quarter- 
master Sergeants as tiie Secretary of War may 
deem necessary for the interests of the Service. 
The Regulations (par. 2784), based upon the law re- 
quire that ‘‘in so far as practicable the selections 
shall be made regimentally at the rate of two from 
each regiment, provided there are fit applicants 
from said regiments who deserve the position.” 
We note that it is contended in some quarters that 
the positions would perhaps be better filled if the 
regimental selection was discontinued and the posi- 
tions thrown open, to use the words of the law, ‘‘to 
the most competent enlisted men of the Army who 
have served at least four years” without reference 
to the regiment they may be servingin. This, of 
course, would be more in accord with the method 
of appointment of Ordnance Sergeants and Oom- 
missary Sergeants, but there can be no doubt but 
that the present regulations were conceived in a 
spirit of fairness, the design being to give each regi- 
ment a chance to supply two candidates. Now 
that the positions have all been filled under the 
regimental plan, experience will have demonstrated 
whether or not a change is necessary. 


A ParisiAN critic, M. Jules Richard, complains 
that the four days’ marching during the mobiliza- 
tion of the 17th Corps proved too much for some of 
the men ; they went lame and many knapsacks were 
thrown into the baggage wagons. M. Richard, de- 
scribing the recent general engagement says that if 
ball cartridge and cannon balls bad been fired, no 
one would have been left to tell the tale or point the 
moral, to such close quarters did the troops come: 
* All the men engaged—that is to say, 6,000 men 
of the Division Warnet and 3,500 men of the Divis- 
ion Vincendon—would have been killed.” He com- 
mends : (1), the alacrity with which the Gascon 
peasants flocked to the standards directly the order 
for the mobilization was published; (2), the rapidity 
with which 22,000 were clothed, armed, placed in 
the ranks, and mobilized; (3), the skill, the devo- 
tion, and the patriotism shown by the Orleans and 
Southern Railway Companies. He says: ‘‘ We have 
a splendid artillery, and when our infantry pos- 
sesses the Lebel rifle, it will be the best-armed in- 
fantry in Europe.” The commissariat was open to 
criticism. Colossal ovens were established at Car- 
cassonne, capable of furnishing 50,000 rations a 
day. The bread looked very well outside, but it 
was a whited sepulchre; the inside was so bad that 
the troops could not eat it, and the commissariat 

















had to sell the loaves to the neighboring farmers, 
who fed their pigs on them. A Frankfort paper 
says of the mobilization: ‘‘It shows that the re- 
serves can be ready to march in three days, and it 
is to be remembered that five days are allowed for 
this. As regards the cavalry it has been shown 
that it can be ready to march six hours after receiv 
ing the order of mobilization.” 








In making future appointments to the chap- 
lains’ corps of the Army, officers of mgh rank, 
having the interests of the Service at heart express 
the laudable desire that the selections be made from 
the energetic young evangelists among the appli- 
cants. It must with regret be admitted that the 
chaplains corps has been looked upon as a harbor 
of rofuge for broken down and aged ministers, 
The consequence is that comparatively few members 
of the corps are fit for active duty. It seems to be 
the desire of chaplains to be provided with comfort- 
able quarters at a post conveniently near a large 
city, leaving those stationed at a remote post with- 
out their ministrations. At the posts near cities 
there is in reality no need for an Army chaplain 
Ministers located in those cities can be easily in- 
duced to visit the post on Sundays to give the de- 
sired religious instruction. The neglect of isolated 
posts is most noticeable in the Department of Cali- 
fornia. Stationed there are three Army chaplains, 
all residing in San Francisco, where churches are 
numerous. Officers think that if an age limit 
is fixed for appointments to the chaplains corps and 
physical examination is made of applicants a 
marked increase will soon be noted in the number 
of officers and men who attend divine services, The 
young, healthy men could not ouly do missionary 
work, travel from post to post, but they would be 
ambitious enough to make the service interesting, 
and thereby attrac’ a large number of hearers. 








WE have two contributions this month to the his- 
tory of the outbreak of our Civil War: One is con- 
tained in the instalment of Nicolay and Hay’s his- 
tory of Lincoln, which appears in the current 
number of the Century Magazine, the other a vol- 
ume by “Samuel Wylie Crawford, Brevet Major 
General, U. 8. A., A. M. M. D., LL.D.” Tho 
chapter of the Lincoln history is devoted to a de- 
scription of the intrigues which preceded the at-’ 
tack upon Fort Sumter, and which were so suc- 
cessful up to that moment in preventing action by 
Buchanan’s administration. General Orawford’s 
work is entitled The Genesis ot the Civil War: the 
Story of Sumter, 1860-61 (Charles L. Webster and 
Oo., New York). Asa member of the garrison of 
Fort Sumter, during a period covered by his narra- 
tive, General Crawford was familiar with the scenes 
he describes and the circumstances he narrates, and 
he has supplemented his own knowledge by an in- 
formation obtained from private as welkas official 
sources, and a careful study not only of printed 
material, but of manuscripts ia private hands. 
Much valuable data has been obtained from the re- 
sponses made to specific inquiries addressed to the 
prominent survivors of the struggle, and which are 
nowhere else a matter of record. In the course of 
the preparation of my work, says General Orawford, 
“‘T have twice visited the scene of the events related 
in my narrative, and have gone over the record 
with the prominent survivors. There are yet many 
facts of detail and of interest unrecorded, which 
must now remain to be incorporated, should the re- 
ception of the work warrant further illustration,”

BREVET BRIGADIER-GENERAL PITCAIRN MORRISON, 
colonel U. 8. Army, retired, the oldest officer by 
commissiou in the Army, with the exception of 
Gen. W. 38. Harney, diei Oct. 5, at the residence of 
his son-in-law in Baltimore,aged 92. Though for 
some time past he had been asufferer from the natu- 
ral infirmities attendant on such au advanced age, 
yet his death was hastened by a fall from bed about 
a week ago. In getting out of bed he Jost his bal- 
ance and fell upon the floor with considerable 
force, and from tbat time never was himself agaiu. 
His death was peaceful and quiet. Gen. Morrison 
was born in New York, and was appointed a24 lieu- 
tenant of the Corps of Artillery in October, 1820. 
ln 1821 be was transferred to the4th Artillery, after- 
wards to the 2d Artillery, and in 1822to the 4th In- 
fantry; promoted Ist lieutenant Aug. 26, 1826, cap- 


tain Sept. 13, 1836, major 8th Infantry Sept. 26, 1847, 


heutenant -colonel 7th Infantry June 9, 1853, colonel 
8th Infantry June 6, 1861, and retired Oct. 20, 1863, 
for disubility incurred in the line of duty. During 
the Mexican War he served with much credit, re- 
ceiving the brevetof major for gallant and merito- 
rious conduct in the battles of Palo Alto and Resaca 
de la Palma. For his long and faithful service in the 
Army he received the brevet of brigadier general 
March 13, 1865. Gen. Morrison was a personification 
of the old school of officers now fast passing away, 
and during bis forty-three years ot active servide 
passed through many experiences.

140 Ibs. ae commenced at 10.42 a. M. on this 
series and ed at 10.52.30, showing a rapidity of 
fire of ubout one shot a winute. The elevation 
throughout was 14 deg. 56 mia. 

The next shot, at au elevation of 32 deg. 42 mip., 
bad arange of over two miles and a half, falhog 
cluse to the shore of Norvoas Point. In this case 
the projectile was charged with 100 Ibs. of sand (rep- 
reseptiug gelatine), the whole. missle weigbiog 203 
ibs. The tme takeo in the fligot of this shoz 
was 243¢ seconds, the initial pressure of com 
air bein,: 975 lbs. per square inch and the final pres- 
a ure 825 ibs. 

The experiments closed with two shots, witb 
an elevation of fifteen degrees, 100 ib. pro- 
jectiles, weigbing io all 203 Ybs. each, being 
used. The gun was sighted fur fifteen yards to the 
left and the shots fell within three yards Lo the left. 
be first projectile wus 10 secoods in flight; initial 
pressure, 750 10s.; final pressure, 625 Ibs. The sevond 
shot was 9.04 seconds tu tue air; initial pressure, 750 
lbz.; final pressure, 615 lbs. Kgnge, 1,772 yurds. 

The shots were tired from the experimental gua 
at Fort Lafayette 1n the midst of pouring raip, but 
the fo.eign offivers present pronounced themselves 
satisfied with toe results accom plished.

THE CANTEEN QUESTION.

Your corres- 
pondeot speaks solely from experience at a revent 
pay-day at Fort , where the drunks turned 
out in such masses as have bever before come under 
bis notice. The post trader's saloon bad to be clored 
repeatedly, and even sentinels posted, to prevent 
entrance of the soldiers. This is vot only detr- 
mental to the Military Service, but is also hurtful to 
the man’s health, makes @ physical wreck of him, 
and deprives the Government of his services; it is 
outrageous upon eociety, for which it morally unfits 
the soldier, and a scandal to the Service, besides de- 
priving the individual of the few pennies be gets. 

Establish a canteen under proper and efficient 
mavagement, have no public saloon at the post, sell 
veer. if such bas to be sold, by tbe glasses, and sell 
no more than is beneficial to the man’s health. Pro- 
vide card tables, billiards, and such other amuse- 
ments as will not only be agreeable but at the same 
time useful to the visitor. This ie the onlv—and only 
one—remedy that will diminish drunkenvess in the 
Army and will benefit the entire garrison, not only 
the individual. 

The idea that a post trader makes hisliving by the 
saloon is all bosh; ia tact be is superfluous at u mili- 
7 post, as everything needed by the soldier can 
be had in either the commussary or quartermaster’s 
department. UTan.

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INTERNATIONAL MILITARY ENCAMPMENT. 


Tue International Military Encaropment at Chi- 
cago bas not apparently proved a brilliant success 
thus far. The estimate in advance of the pumber 
of troops that were expected varied from fifteen to 
fifty thousand; the number actually present at the 
opeving of the encampment was 1 These in- 
eluded Capt. Carr’s Troop of Ist U. 8. Cavalry from 
Fort Leavenworth, Cupt. Rodney's Light Battery F, 
4th U.S. Artillery, from Fort Snelling, and four 
companies of the 23d U. 8. Infantry from Fort 
Wayne. There are four militia organizations with 
vompiete regimental camps. These are the complete 
24 Minnesota, in commaned of Col. Jose h Bobleter; 
a battalion of five or six companies 0 the 3d Wis- 
consiv, in command of Major T. J. George; a bat- 
talion of six or eight_ companies of the 4th [linois, 
in command of Col. Fred Bennett, and tbe 1st Regi- 
ment Kentucky State Guards, in command of Col. 
Jobo B. Castleman. Of these troops the ist Ken- 
tucky, 3d Wisconsin, and 2d Minnesota, and in addi- 
tion to them a battalion of Iowa militia, will partic- 
ipate in the competition for battalion drill prizes. 

n the list of competition for company drill prizes 
are entries of companies from Lilinois, Obio, Wis- 
eonsin, Colorado, Kansas, Indiana, [owa, and Mich- 
igan regiments, and besides these there are eutries 
of members from forty-two separate com panies.

The Swedish officers are Maj. Gyllenram, Lieuts. 
Wester, Count Lewenhaupt and Theoander, and one 
or two otbers. Maj. Gylienram is of the King’s Ist 
Guard Regiment, and was also an aide to the late 
Charles XV. He served with the French in Africa, 
and has also seen service in Greece. Lieut. Wester 
was a pioneer in the African service with Stanley, 
and for two years commanded Stanley Falls station 
in Central Africa.

OUR ARTILLERY NECESSITIES, 


Tue New Orleans Times-Democrat, commenting 
on the militia display at Philadelpbia, says: ‘The 
volunteer forces of the United States consist almost 
entirely of dismounted troops. The vavaliry — | be 
counted by scores. Nomiually there is some field 
artillery, but practically there is none, for the bat- 
teries are not provided with trained horses or 
trained drivers. The field artillery of the Regular 
Army is insufficient for a single army corps. As re- 
gards cavalry, a good deal might be dove in a short 
time. Cavalry has ceased to play an important part 
on the battlefield, aud the old-time accuracy of 
movement is no longer essential in its training. 
Tens of thousands of good borsemen are to be found 
in this country from whom a fair cavalry force 
might soon be created. But it is far otherwise as 
regards the artillery. 

“Let us briefly consider the amount of artillery 
which it would be necessary to furnish for a force 
of, say, 100,000 men before it could take the field 
against ap evemy oa anything like equal terms. 

he proportion of field guns usually allowed is tbree 
for every thousand men, and this proportion is now 
being increased in several Kuropean armies. At the 
rate of three gups per thousand, 100,000 men would 
require 300 guns, or fifty batteries of six guns each. 
Fifty batteries would need from 5,000 to 7,000 trained 
gunners and drivers to man them—to say nothing 
of officers—and at least 3,000 norses, most of which 
would have to be carefully trained to their work. 
It would also be necessary to furnish reserve am- 
munition columns, for a battery only carries with it 
about enough ammunition for asingle battle. We 
should hardly like to say how long it would be be- 
fore,even with the most enthusiastic zealon the 
part of all concerned, these conditions could be 
properly fulfilled. 

“Tt is universally acknowledged that volunteer 
soldiers cannot spare the time from their civilian 
avocations which is necessary for the creation of 
efficient mobile artillery. Yet 1t would be idle to 
suggest that such a force—which it is :mpossible to 
improvise—should be maintained by the General 
Government. There is no danger of war, and there- 
fore there never will be any danger according to 
the ponte idea. 

“ But it is not, perhaps, too'much to demand that 
Congress should bring pressure to bear upon the 
Ordnance Department and force it to adupt some 
pattern of field gun; and if the Department is un 
equal to the responsibility, let the tusk be confiied 
to somebody else. When asuitable gun has been 
decided on, a sufficient number should be manufac- 
tured and kept in store to meet emergencies.”

Six Indians came 
in and Eskimizin was to come in the next morning. 
That night, however, armed white men came from 
all directions, and when Eskimizin learned of the 
situation he decided rot to come in, but to report to 
the military officer in charge of the agency. The 
judge and District Attorney disagreed as to juris- 
—, and the six Indians were taken to Florence 

or trial. 





Dept. of Dakota.—Brig. Gen. T. H. Ruger. 

A Billings despatch of Oct. 3 reports that a band 
of Young Crow Indians made araid upon the Pieg- 
ans, stole 60 ponies and then returned to the Agency 
to celebrate their success. The agent, however, or- 
dered his police to ariest them for horse stealing. 
This incensed the Indians and they commenced fir- 
ing into the agency, but fortunately no one was 
hurt. The agent imuediately sent a scout to Fort 
Custer for troops. He returned with four troops of 
cavalry ou Saturduy and found the Indians camped 
about the agency threatening to kill the agent, but 
all is now quiet. Three of the troops returued to 
Custer Oct. 3, leaving one to guard the agency. The 
arrests are to be made by the civil authorities. The 
Indians say they will not fight the soldiers, but will 
resist any attempt of the police to arrest them, as 
they krow they will be tried and convicted for 
horse stealing and severely dealt with. 

Major-Gen. Terry in forwarding a report of the 
affair says: “1 find it difficult to understand this ac- 
tion of the Crows. They have always been well- 
disposed and well-behaved, except in respect to 
their feuds with other tribes. In our Sioux troubles 
they were faithful and efficient allies. Moreover, 
arrests for the same offence that is charged now 
have been made hitherto without difficulty and no 
trouble has followed. 1 fear that there may be 
some cause for the present excitement thatis not 
disclosed by the foregoing despatch, and think that 
it would be the best policy to delay attempts to 
make arrest unt 1 the excitement shall have abated. 
1 suggest alse that it would be well if 10 the mean- 
time the Indian Bureau should send to the agency 
one of its most capable and trusted inspectors, to 
examine and report upon tbe situation. I have in 
structed the commanding officer at Fort Custer to 
confive the action of the troops until further orders 
tothe protection of the agent, bis employees and the 
agency property.”’ Gen. Terry’s conservative views 
are fully approved at the War Department. It is 
surmised that the trouble arose from an attempt 
by the agent to prevent the Indians from having 
their sun dance when they were in astate of frenzy 
following their victorious campaign against their 
old-time foes, the Piegans. 

The Secretary of the Interior has under consider- 
ation a recommendation made by Col. George Gib- 
son, 5th Inf., commanding Fort Keogh, that the 
remnant of the Northern Cheyeune band of Indiaus 
pow living at the Pine Ridge Agency of the Sioux 
Reservation in Dakota be permanently removed to 
the Tougue River Agency in Montana.

THrRoveH fog and mist the French flagship La 
Minerve felt ber way into Newport harbor Saturda 
forenoon and anchored near tae flagehip Richmond.

THE British warsbip Canada arrived at Halifax, 
N.8., afew days ago very seriously damaged by a 
collision with ihe Eoglish bark Peeress.

Tue new Navy Rezister, for some reason called

THE depositsin English naval savings banks and 
the payments during the fivancial years 1 
amounted 10 £134,645 17s. 10d., while the deposits 
withdrawn during the same period amounted to 
£137.627 8s. 5d., the sum due to depositors at the end 
of the year being £165,999 133. 10d. The number of 
accounts opened was 7,686, while the number closed 
was 7,529, leaving 15,689 accounts open at the end of 
the year. 

A DESPATCH from Norfolk, Va., says: ‘* Commo. 
Brown has received orders, and to-morrow mornivg 
prepsrations will commence at the Navy-yard for 
building the new armored battleship.

PROFESSIONAL IGNORANCE IN THE ARMY. 


‘* PROFESSIONAL Ignorauce in the Army”’ is the 
title of an article in the Wineteenth Century which 
has awakened some feeling in professional circles in 
England against its author, Colonel Lonsdale Hale. 
He takes for his text the public statement by the 
military authorities at the close of last year’s 
‘autumn inspections, that the officers of the British 
Army were ignorant of the most elementary prac- 
tical work of their profession. No provision existed 
for training officers while in the service, and the 
tests for promotion are so nominal that an officer 
can rise to the highest rank, knowing little or 
nothing of his profession. An attempt was made in 
1870 to remedy this, but it has been without result. 
Tactics were not originally included in the course of 
instruction which comprised field fortification, mili- 
tary sketching, and military law only. They did, 
indeed, become apart of the course in 1874, but 
they are taught only by the garrison instruction in 
the hall of study, and not dy the commanding offi 
cer. in the field, as they should be. The result has 
been, therefore, not merely the non-acceptance by 
commanding officers of their proper position as 
teachers of the officers under them, but the instruc- 
tion. itself has been divorced from ordinary regi- 
mental life, and has been of a kind more or less 
bookish, unpractical, and of an abstract character. 
In Austria, after the crushing defeats of 1866, the 
captains were sent to school to learn their profes- 
sion, and gray-headed veteran: might have been 
seen at work on the ground. But in England the 
instruction was made compulsory on the last-joined 
subalterns only, and every facility was afforded to 
all other officers to escape it. Here and there are 








colonels and generals who accept, and who have ac- 
cepted all along, this instruction as part of their J

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}ordinary duty; and the results obtained, even when 
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the work has-been carried on in the freezing atmos- 
phere of official indifference, have been so excellent 
that it is almost impossible to exaggerate the value 
of the work when it shall be performed in the sun- 
shine of official favor. 

But the influence of such men is in a measure 
paralyzed by that of. those who either openly de- 
clare that they do not admit either the need or the 
desirableness of any instruction beyond what they 
received in their youth, or who, professing their 
perfect willingness to carry out their duties, have a 
marvellous faculty for finding ‘‘ how not to do it.” 
It is the ‘‘system” and not their own indifference 
which they seek to hold responsible for their dere- 
liction of duty. . The chief excuses urged by this 
class include two which are not unheard of in this 
“free and enlightened country.” These are the 
want of men to teach or to teach with, and next, 
the lack of opportunity and time for the instruction. 
In reply to these objectors, Colonel Hale in the first 
place contends that with a score of private soldiers 
and half a-dozen officers any battalion or regimental 
commander can, if a competent instructor, work out 
on the ground nearly every situation which may 
occur in tactics, and owing to the small size of his 
Felass every individual in it will be trained. For 
some tactical work large bodies may be necessary, 
but for the foundation of this and for the vast ma- 
jority of tactical problems, only a small number of 
men and officers are required or even desirable. So 
much of the preparatory work can thus be taught 
that when officers are in the presence of an enemy, 
leading troops under fire will be the only new prob- 
lem to be solved, all others—ground, placing out- 
posts, etc.—haring been already mastered in peace 
time. 

As to the objection of lack of time Colonel Hale 
says: ‘Such objections are in the mouths of the 
officers of our Army absolutely suicidal. The officers 
of the Army must and can find the required time, 
otherwise they will be made to suffer by the loss of 
the time they are at present, allowed to devote to 
sport, and to spend on leave. It is idle to say that 
there are no opportunities. Opportunities crop up 
in shoals to him who is on the look out for them.” 
This is equally true of our own Service, as is the 
farther statement that in teaching others the super- 
ior officers will be teaching themselves. The work 
will entail upon them a great amount of labor, for 
the work must be their own, and not that of their 
staff officers and adjutants. The execution of the 
exercise must be most carefully watched and un- 
sparingly criticised by them; for work had better 
be left undone than not criticised; and if the criti- 
cisms are known to be those of staff officers, the su- 
periors lay themselves open to the imputation of not 
being able to criticise. The German service is cited 
as one in which neither rank nor position is allowed 
to act as a screen to idleness or incapacity. In a 
visit to Metz Colonel Hale learned from the Adju- 
tant of a dragoon regiment stationed there that he in 
company with some nine or ten brother officers, had 
been out on a ten days’ reconnaisance, under the 
lieutenant- general commanding the cavalry division, 
The expenses of the trip came partially if not wholly 
out of the officers’ pockets. This general was one 
of the most distinguished cavalry officers in the Ger- 
man Army, having been selected by Von Moltke on 
professional recommendations only, as his military 
secretary in 1866, and subsequently served as Quar- 
termaster-General to Prince Frederick Charles. The 
following was his account of the reconnaisance: 
‘The evening before we started I thought outa 
scheme. A 7A. M. the following morning I met the 
officers, and to each I gave his day’s work, which he 
returned to me completed at 2 p.m. During the 
afternoon and the evening I examined the work, 
and I delivered my criticisms on it when the officers 
assembled next morning.” He was asked: ‘ How 
many staff officers, A. D. O.’s, A. A. and A. Q.-M.- 
Generals had you to do the details?” ‘‘ None,” 
was the reply, ‘‘ I did all the work myself.” ‘* Here 
was a general of the highest professional standing 
and reputation—a man who has won his position by 
the hardest of work in European warfare, and at 
one time at peace manceuvres commanded some four 
or five thousand sabres—deliberately employing his 
spare time in giving to some dozen regimental offi- 
cers instruction. It seems impossible to overesti- 





 niate not merely the value of such instruction, by 
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the impetus given to professional study among the 
officers by generals in Von Wright's position not 
considering it beneath them to become instructors.” 








OUR YACHTS AS TORPEDO-BOATS. 


To THE eye of the thoughtful and discriminating 
observer of the scenes attending the first, or inside, 
race of the two yachts whose capabilities and per- 
formances have so recently set two worlds agog, 
the appearance of so Jarge a number of steam craft 
of all sizes and capacities was a most notable fea- 
ture. When, from the fleet of steamers are elimin- 
ated those which fall under the term of tug: boats, 
there remain an astonishing number of larger craft 
to which, in the event of the development of a sud- 
den war cloud, the country could look with confid- 
ence for that assistance and support on the instant 
when such strength is especially valuable. The 
value of this auxiliary Navy will be appreciated by 
those who remember the first dark days of the 
Great Rebellion, when to the merchant marine of 
the country the Government turned with confid- 
ence for that belp which came as soon as asked for. 
From the wharves of the great metropolis hundreds 
of effective men-of-war were evolved, which did 
valiant service on the blockade until the eventful 
day of Appumattox. True, circumstances have 
greatly changed since those days, and the require- 
ments of a war vessel are entirely different, but the 
capacity for meeting the changed circumstances 
have pretty nearly kept pace with those modifica- 
tions. While in 1861, vessels from the docks of 
commerce were quickly prepared to bear the bat- 
teries which brought victory to our flag on manya 
hard fought field, now, in this year of grace, the 
harbor of New York is as capable of supplying, 
without warning, a large number of fine vessels not 
only able to carry the one and two guns com- 
prising the battery of a modern warship, but pos- 
sessing the high speed required for the offensive 
use of torpedoes and other commerce destroying 
devices brought into use during the peaceful inter 
val since 1865. The steam yachts belonging in New 
York would make quite a fleet, and armed and 


equipped according to their strength and tonnage 


would form no inconsiderable addition to the force 
of a naval demonstration. The following list, 
comprising as it does the names of all steam yachts 
of any considerable size ewned here up to the begin- 
ning of the present year, will give a fair idea of the 
probable strength of the much-talked-of Naval Re- 
serve in this particular branch :

The speed of the best of these vessels is shown by 
the fact that the yacht of Mr. Jay Gould, the Ata- 
lanta, has made 82 knots in 4 hours, 384 
minutes and 87 seconds, or an average of 17 
10-11 knots an hour. The Herreshoff yacht, 
Wow Then, is, considering her displacoment, 
the fastest vessel in the world. The mean of six 
runs over the measured mile was 23.2 miles ; with 
the tide in her favor the vessel has made 28.9 miles 
per hour ; velocity_of tide not stated. The dimen- 
sions.are as follows: Hull, over all, 86 ft.; water 
line, 81 ft.: beam, 10 ft.; draft, 38 in.; displace- 
ment, 19. tons net. Engises, triple expansion 
condensing type, with cylinders, 7} in., 12 in., and 
19 in., by 10} in. stroke ; diameter of eorew. 36 in. ; 

Herreshoff safety boiler, 5 ft. hy 6 ft.; the pe 


pressure is 950 Ib, per square ineh, Recent torpedo 
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boats abroad have run more knots on the measured 
mile and made a higher rate of speed for short dis- 
tances, but these boats are 150 ft. long with corre- 
sponding displacements and capacity to carry power 
to drive them. 

It will be seen that this hst embraces but a frac- 
tion of the vessels available for incorporation into 
the Naval Reserve, merchant steamers being pur- 
posely omitted from the account. That the im- 
pression conveyed was not lost upon the many 
foreigners attending the regatta is evident from a 
remark let fall by a Spanish officer: ‘‘ Ah! what 
beautiful torpedo-boats these steam yachts would} 
make.” The signs of the times point to a revival 
in the maritime spirit once so pronounced on the 
American seaboard, and a fostering care by the 
United States while this spirit is struggling for ex- 
pression will secure to the Government a co-opera- 
tion in naval and coast defence whose value it is 
impossible to estimate but certain to be of para- 
mount importance in the day of necessity, which, 
without warning, will some day fall upon the nation 
when least expected. 








‘ALUMINIUM BRONZE FOR GUNS. 


Mr. Atrrep H. Oow.es, to whose article on 
“Aluminum Bronze” for Heavy Guns we have 
already alluded, is the second son of Edwin Cowles, 
the editor of the Cleveland Leader. He is a grada- 
ate of Cornell University of the class of ’82, and 
was a member of the Cornell crew which went to 
England several years ago and came back whipped. 
Mr. Cowles, who has always been a close student 
of chemistry, conceived the idea a year or two ago 
of reducing alumina by use of the electric furnace. 
Experiments thus far have proved successtul. A 
stock company was formed, large works erected at 
Lockoort, N. Y., and up to this time overa hundred 
patents have been taken out in this cowatry and 
Europe. It isclaimed that agun cast of aluminium, 
or ‘‘ Aluminum ” Bronze, as the manufacturers call 
it, would have the following properties: Tensile 
strength, 70,000 pounds to the square inch; elastic 
limit, 23,000 pounds to the square inch; elastic ex- 
tension, 0.0018 per unit length; reduction of area, 
80 per cent.; ultimate elongation, 40 per cent.; 
hardness, about 18. Mr. Cowles says: ‘‘ By man- 
dreling, the strength of this metal in the bore could 
be increased to over one hundred thousand pounds 
to the square inch, and the elastic limit raised to 
sixty or seventy thousand pounds. The stretch 
within the elastic limit would be increased, and, as 
other tests than those given show, would far sur- 
pass that of gun steel. The outer portion of the 
walls, where the strain is not as great at the moment 
of explosion, would have a great reserve of duc- 
tility. It would be impossible to burst such a gun 
with four times the powder pressure now used in 
the steel ‘ built-up’ gun. The walls would be solid. 
There would be no danger of crystallization. No 
rust or verdigris can form on aluminum bronze. 
The finished gun would have the color and lustre of 
gold. It would not be affected by salt water. The 
fabrication of such guns would not require a great 
outlay of capital invested in plant, and the mineral 
resources of our country are capable of supplying 
in inexhaustible quantities the raw material neces- 
sary for the production of the aluminum alloys. 
Were our Government enabled to make a great ad- 
vance in the art of gun fabrication before equipping 
itself with the guns now needed, it would render 
valueless, against us, the present armaments of 
Europe.” The cost of the finished aluminum bronze 
guns is estimated at fifty-nine eents a pound, and 
a finished gun need weigh no more, if as much, as 
a steal gun of like calibre. The cost of fabrication 
would be about the same as with cast iron.” 

The defects of built-up guns will be forcibly 
presented by Mr. Cowles, in his paper to be read 
before the Naval Institute at Annapolis, Oct. 27, 
1887, and he will show the superiority of the solid 
gun. ‘‘It is well known that if a bell be made of 
two parts nicely joined, it will not give a musical 
note, but instead a deadened noise. This is due to 
the fandamental vibration being destroyed by the 
break in the metal, and the new vibrations formed 
interfering with one another, producing‘ nodes ‘and 
dise>rd. A solid gan is tothe * built-up’ as a per- 
fect bell is to the one described, By the. present 


practice, when @ gun is discharged, the inner layer 


\ 
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of metal is distended almost to its elastio limit, 
This wave of distension passes outward, and is im- 
mediately superseded by a great number of reflec: 
tions. These reflections are multiplied by the num- 
ber of layers of metal in the gun, and their 
directions are governed by ali variations in. the 
form of the various parts. The amplitudes of vi- 
brations of all these waves are greatest near, the 
tube of the gun. Although the intensity of the 
fundamental wave is not great enough to stretch 
the metal beyond its elastic limit, whenever scveral 
of these reflections cross each other, the amplitude 
of the resultant becomes so great that the metal is. 
either locally distorted or ruptured, and internal 
crystalization takes place.” The damaging effect 
is estimated to be proportional to the square of the 
number of internal surfaces. This, Mr, Cowles 
says, “‘explains what 1s now called the ‘ pheno- 
menal endurance’ of the cast iron smooth bore guns 
and of the converted rifles, and the fact, as I am 
told, that the Krupp Company will only guarantee 
their ‘ built-up’ steel guns to stand seventy five 
service charges. Our Government hag the record of. 
several hundred 10 inch cast-iron gaps converted 
into 8-inch rifles, no one of which has ever failed. 
In order to learn further the efficiency of a solid 
gun as compared to a ‘ built-up’ gun, we sball com- 
pare the powder pressure attained in practice in 
cast-iron guns with that attained in steel guna. It 
is true that the cast iron guns are now honed with 
steel or wrought iron tubes; their endurance, how- 
ever, was equally marked without the tubes, and, 
when quicker burning powder was used. On the | 
other hand, the ‘ built up’ steel guns are supposed 
to have further developed in them the strength of 
their walls by the principle of varying initial tension. 
The strength gained by this should be equal to that 
gained (due to the tube) in the cast iron guos, and 
render our comparison fair.” 

‘* At the present day, with service charges, cast 
iron guns have as an average about fourteen and 
five-tenths tons pressure to the square inch of sur- 
face of the bore at the moment of explosion. This is 
about equal to the tensile strength of cast iron. 
With steel guns the pressure is about twenty tons, 
or only forty-seven per centum cf the tensile strength 
of gun steel. In other words, with a strength of 
metal three times as great, only twenty-five per 
centum increase in efficiency is obtained in a ‘ built- 
up’ steel gun over one of solid cast iron, and the 
latter has far greater endurance. It must be under- 
stood that these pressures are average results. Cast 
iron guns have repeatedly been known to stand 
pressure far above the tensile strength of the metal 
without apparent rupture, but it is doubtful whether 
or not a steel gun has ever stood such a test,” 

This is in the line of the argument which has been 
so frequently presente‘ here and the force of which 
will more and more commend itself to the intelli- 
gence of the unprejudiced. To reassure anxious 
critics, who have given themselves so much unneces- 
sary concern as to the motives prompting the ARMY 
AND Navy JourRNAL in criticising the foreign system 
of built-up guns, we may say that the explanation 
is very simple : We have been anxious to discéver a 
way of escape from the adoption of a systeniof 
ordnance construction which seems, broadly speak- 
ing, to involve the maximum of cost with thé mini- 
mum of safety and endurance. We have had a firm 
faith all along that with proper encouragement the* 
genius of American invention would devise for us a: 
new system which would place us abead of the world 
in the matter of armament. 

As to the best method of casting, Mr. Cowles 

ys: *‘ With alloys of these physical propérties at 
command, which can be cast more readily than cast 
iron, there are two well- tried methods of fabrication 
that might be employed to give us sohd guuv' of’ 
great destructive powers and endurance. First, the’ 
Rodman method of casting a gun, and cooling it 
from the centre during the solidification of the 
metal. Were this employed, we might adopt thé A 
bronze, having a tensile strength of about‘one hun- 
dred thousand pounds to the square inch, a hard- 
ness greater than cast iron, and an elastic limit 
four times as high. The extension within the elastic 
limit is over three times that of cast iron, hence, its 
power to resist shooks would be, as compatéd to a 
cast iron gun, proportional to the products of the 





elastic limits of the two metals into their elastic 
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extensions, or about as twelve is to one. 
We should still have some ductility in reserve, 
which cast iron has not. In casting aluminam 
bronze by Rodman’s method, we should be enabled 
to overcome one very serious difficulty that existed 
in casting iron guns. The temperature at which 
this grade of bronze solidifies is only about eixteen 
handred degregs Fahrenheit, as compared to twenty- 
seven hundred degrees, the melting temperature of 
cast iron. With this low temperatare, we could 
heat the outside of the mold as hot as the molten 
metal, and thereby cause all cooling to take place 
entirely from the centre, which we krow would be 
the ideal perfection of the Rodman method of cast- 
ing guns.” 

Bat the preference is given to the method of cast- 
ing invented by the lateSamuel B. Dean, of Boston, 
and now used exclusively by the Austrian artillery. 
The gun is first cast solid ina chill mold. It is 
then bored, and conical chilled steel mandrels of. 
gradually increasing diameters are successively 
driven through the bore by hy¢raulic pressure. The 
metal around the bore is thereby given greater 
strength and hardness, a higher elastic limit, and a 
greater elastic extension. These propertics gradu- 
ally vary till the outer circumference of the gun is 
reached, where the metal has its normal condition 
of great toughness. 

This outline of Mr. Cowles’s argument shows 
how interesting will be the Jecture he proposes to 
deliver, and we hope it will receive the attention it 
deserves. It is another among the indications 
that multiply that the day of the system of built up 
gans is passing away. For cartridge shells it is 
further contended that aluminum bronze has no 
equal. A much thinner and, hence, lighter shell 
can be made of it than is now used, and it would 
be free from corrosion by the explosive compound 
oratmospheric action. It is further claimed that it 
is free from blow holes, running in iron molds as 
sound and close as gold.

LigvuT. BRADLEY Fiske, U. 8S. 8. Atlanta, pub- | 


lishes in the Electrical World, an article on Telepho- 
nic Communication between Shits at Sea, in re- 
sponse to a previous article on this subject by Prof. 
Blake. Mr. Fiske describes his own efforts to dis- 
cover a practicable means of such communications, 
and says that while thus engaged “‘ the experiments 
of Blake and Edison became public, and a few pre- 
liminary experiments in this direction seemed to 
indicate to me the superiority of their methods. 
Further experiments with both methods will be ne- 
cessary, however, to demonstrate this fully, one 
difficulty to be overcome with the sound method 
being the receiving on board bv a device which will 
not hinder the ship’s speed; which will not be broken 
off by the grounding of the ship; and which can be 
turned out so as to receive vibrations from any di 
rection, or better still, will receive vibrations from 
all directions, even such as are not expected. With 
the electrical system, a piece of tin wound with in- 
sulated wire suffices. It would secm as if the at- 
tachment of any micropbonic transmitter, such as 
tried by Professor Blake, to the hull of a steel ship 
subjected to the vibrations of machinery and guns 
and to the attack of salt water would present diffi- 
culties hard to overvome, even after good results 
have been attained at anchor and in smooth water.” 
Strange as it may seem, now there “ exists abso- 
lutely no method of signalling which the ships of a 
fleet could use in the smoke and noise of battle; and 
ia a naval conflict that fleet would conquer which 
possessed, ceeteris paribus, the best method of signal- 
ing. But besides the navies of the world, all steamn- 
ships would gladly and quickly adopt any practica- 
ble means of holding communication in a fog.”’ 








MaJor Geo. Porter Houston and Ist Lieutenant 
H. K. Gillman, U. S. Marine Corps, made a report to 
the Colonel Commandant Jast month on the knap§ 
sack of Colonel Merriam, in which, after describing 
their trial of it, they say; “In conclusion, we would 
state that we have examined the knapsack as care- 
fully as possible under the circumstances and are 
satisfied it1s made upon strict hygienic principles, 
and embraces all the most approved ideas on the 
subject. We would most earnestly recommend its 
adoption by the Marine Corps, in lieu of the present 
unsightly, unsoldierly and unserviceable * blanket 
bag’ powinuse; utin view of the importance of 
this matter and to the end that practicable experi- 
ments may be made in actual service, we suggest 
that one hundred knapsacks be purchased and dis- 
tributed at the postsof New York and Norfolk. 
with orders for the guards at the Navy-yard gates 
to wear the same, and the commanding officers re- 
port their opinions as to the merits of the knapsack, 
or otherwise.” 








Tut recent advent of the Training Squadron at 
the Brooklyn Navy-yard, gives the various parts of 
that Naval Station quite an animated appearance, 
especially as compared with the late desolate and 
forsaken look which lack of work and gradual 
decay have made the rule for a long time past.

A characteristic sight on Monday last was a city 
hack waiting for several hours in the yard fora 
sulor, whose time being out, determined to leave 
the Navy-yard in becoming style as suon as paid off 
so engaged the hack to remain until wanted, re- 
gardless of expense.

COLOROW NOT TO BLAME. 


Tue Secretary of the Interior has received through 
the War Department, a report from Brigadier 
Gen. George Crook, commanding the Department 
of the Platte, on the recent Ute Indiao troubles in 
Garfield County, Col., which is in substance as 
follows: 

It is the custom of certain men living in Garfield County 
to buy horses of the Indians and then o ion of 
the money by playing “monte” or some other gambling 

me. In April last two men who had obtaioed a herd of 
orses from the Indians, either by purchase or by gam- 

bling, stopped at Glenwood Sorings, where two of the 
horses were claimed as baving been stolen by the Indians, 
and they were accordingly surrendered. Warrants were, 
however, isgued tor the arrest of two of the Indians for 
horse stealing and 12 others for violations of the game laws. 
Of this last offence the report says the Indians were un- 
doubtedly guilty. Game Warden Burgett, to whom the 
warrants were issued, with a posse of 17 men, went to the 
Uce camp on the north fork of White River, and without 
attempting to explain his object, suddenly seized several of 
the Indians, who broke away and ran for the cover of the 
brush. this juncture the fired, woundin 

three of the Indians. Burgett’s then retired an 

united forces with Sheriff Kendall, who held warrants for 
the arrest of the two Iudians for horse stealing. 
Hearing of an Indian camp on Coul Creek, Kendall sent a 
party to it. 

On approaching the camp, the squaws an! children who 

occupied it hurriedly left, lexving their tepees and a large 
quantity of buckskins, all of which the posse burned. A 
few days Jater Colorow sent a urgent message to two prom- 
inent citizens of Meeker, in whom he had confidence, asking 
them to come to Coal Creek. These gentlemen went to 
Colorow’s camp and found the Indians greatly ularmed by 
these attacks, and asked what it meant and why they were 
made. Cvolorow did not consent to give up the Indians 
against whom the warrants were issued, but said he would 
leave fhe country as soon as possible. He required 15 days 
for this purpose, as be bad to gather in his berds of horses 
and sheep and drive them to the reservation, which was 
over 100 miles distant. He would be obliged to travel slowly 
on account of his herds and his wounded. About Aug. 17 
Kendall returned to Meeker and reinforced his posse to 
about 50 men and again started out, disregarding the as- 
surapces that bad been given Colorow that he would be 
allowed 15 days in which to reach the reservation. The 
Sheriff expressed the opinion that Colorow only wanted time 
in which to gather reinforcements, 

On the 220 a force of Colorado militia arrived at Meeker 
with orders to assist Sheriff Kendal! in the execution of his 
Pp . Onthesame day the Sheriff requested the com- 
manding officer at Meeker to send 100 men down the White 
River to the Blue Mountains forthe pu of intercept- 
ing the Indians who were en route to their reservation. The 
troops were despatched as requested, and were joined on the 
2th by Kendall and bis . Dow numbering about 80 
men. On this date an interview was had with a son of Colo. 
row, in which it was agreed that matters should remain as 
they were until the * Big White Chief” should arrive. By 
this agr the Indi understood that they would be 
allowed to continue their march unmolested to their reser- 
vation. During a heavy storm of rain and hai) which came 
ov during the night the Indians moved down the river about 
25 miles to a point,as they believed, on the Uncompahgre 
Reservation, and went into camp, turning out their ponies 
to grxze on the neighboring hills. The whites started in 

ursuit and struck the Indian camp as they were preparing 

reakfast. They bad believed themselves perfectly secure: 
no sentinel or runners were on the watch, and the whites 
stained a position on the bluffs without alarming the 
ndians, 

Kendall's party at once opened fire. The surprise was com- 
plete. The Indians returned the fire from the brush, to 
which they had retreated, for about three and a haif hours, 
thus covering the removal of their wounded and the women 
and children. Later in the day they tell back, and the 
whites soon withdrew to Rangeley, eight or ten miles dis- 
tant. In this affair the whites lost in killed, a lieutenant of 
militia and a deputy sheriff. Another man who attempted 
to run off a small band of Indian ponies was shot and 
killed soon atter the fight. Several others were wounded. 
The Indians lost one small boy, killed; one buck and one 

uaw were wounded. The whites numbered 180 men ; the 
Indians pot more than 25 fighting men. The whites justif: 
their attack on the ground that the Indians broke faith wi 
them in leaving their camp. ‘Ihe Indians were finally in- 
duced by Lieut. Burnett, who had arrived on the scene ac- 
companied by 150 superbly armed and mounted warriors 
from the Ouray Agency who became wildly excited when 
they heard of the threatened invasion of their territory, to 
go to the agency, githoagh loath to do so without a large 
part of their stock which had been seized. When the trou- 
bles began they had between 300 and 400 
2.500 head of sheep and goats. Of the horses 74 were 
by the State to mount their troops. Mavy more were taken 
by Kendall anid his posse. From the outset. continues the 
report, with but one slight interruption, the Indians were 
pursued incessantly and in every case the whites were the 
aggressors and fired first. Colorow bad no desire to fight 
and made use of bis weapons in self defence only for the 
protection of bis women and children and his herds. During 
the whole time, including the fight of Aug. 25, five Indians 
died of wounds—one buck, two boys, and two small girls. 
Seven others were wounded, one perhaps fatally. It was ex- 
tremely fortunste, says the repers, thes Lieut. Burnett ar- 
rived upon the scene of action as he did, as there cen be no 
doubt that his presence saved the lives of Kendall's entire 
party and prevented a serious outbreak. report says 
that there is no question that the warrants could have been 

served without difficulty had their service been prop< rly un- 
dertaken. Up to Sept. 15, of all the stock lost by the Indians 
125 horses have been returned to them. This number in- 
cludes the 75 taken for the use of the State. The rt 
concludes by calling attention to the bighly mesttorious 
conduct of Lieut.

‘FACTS CONCERNING HIGH EXPLOSIVES. 


¥ speaking, dynamite is an explosive of 
maximum power with minimum risk; it will, asa 
rule, explode only by the ageucy:of a detonating 
fuse; ordivary rough handling, concussion fuses, 
flames or sparks are ineffective to explode it. The 
secret of its safety lies in the fact that the absorb- 
ent Is soft, compressible and elastic, whereby the 
powder becomes a cushion on which all the blows 
are delivered. A blow upon it is like a blow upon a 
meal bag. Hence the greater the quantity the 
greater the safety. A pound of dynamite suspended 
from a pains rod by astring six feet long can be 
exploded without injury to the holder of the rod 
and without even scratching the end of the rod or 
destroyiug more than one-half of the string. 

Explosive gelatine 1s more difficnlt to explode 
than dynemite, uiring 3.5 times the force. The 
addition of two or three per cent. of camphor makes 
it still safer, so that the impact of a bullet will not 
explode it. If slowly heated, dynamite explodes at 
F., explosive geiatine at 379 deg. F., or when 
very quickly heated at 414deg. &. The gelatire is 
ent a! indiffereot to moisture; even when sub- 
merged in water for several months it does not lose 
anvthing of its effectiveness. 

The experiments made by Ardeer show that the 
power developed by the explosion of a ton of dyna- 
mite is equal to’ 45.675 foot tons, or tons raised one 
foot. One ton of eee mate similarly exploded 
wilféxert a power of 64. foot tons, and une ton 
of blasting gelatine 74.050 foot tons.

THE SNIDER IN CANADA. 


Now that the Snider has been set aside in England and 
even the Martini-Hevry is to be superseded by a magazine 
gun, the Canadian militiamen are more than ever restive 
under the regulation which retains it as the State arm. At the 
recent Ottawa sboot of the Dominion Ritle Association Capt. 
Walter McDonald, retired list, Toronto, moved a resolution 
recommending the executive toexclude the Snider from any 
match at a distance ot over 500 yds. 

Major Perley (Militia Department) said in view of the com- 
plaints made in past years, the council haJ sought to obtain 
a better class of ammunition than that of English make 
known as IX. On inquiry, however, it was found that there 
were only 33,000 rounds in the country, whereas from 40, 
to 45,000 rounds of Snider were required for the annual 
matches. He could state as a member of two cartridge com- 
missions that the ammunition made this year was really 
good. He had recently visited the factory in Quebee and 
ascertained from Major Provost that the greatest care was 
being taken to manufacture cartridges, in fact they could 
not be better nade. The powder nuw being used was the 
best obtainable, viz.: Curtis and Harvey's. All that was 
wanted now was to restore confidenee in the Canadian am- 
munition, and this he thought might be done by restoring 
sighting shots. 

Capt. Weston (Halifax) thought more attention should be 
paid to the bullet, as he believed any defects now existing 
would be found in it. 

The tollowing resolution was adopted on the motion of 
Col. Beers, seconded by Lieut.-Col. Gibson: * That in the 
opivion of this meeting of riflemen representing al! parts of 
the Dominion the time has arrived when the active milit a 
should be arthed with the Mertini-Heory. und that a com- 
mittee be appointed to waiton the Minister of Militia to 
urge the change.”

In computing for travelling alluw- 
ances on discharge. if the fraction (at the rate of 20 miles to 
a day) be half a day or more, payment will be made fora 
full day; if leas, the fraction will not be considered. If 
transportation in kind hag been furnished for any part of 
the distance, pay will be allowed for the entire distance less 
that covered by the transportation.”

The Army and Navy Guzette congratulates itself 
that this shows the British Artillery to be superior 
in every way to the equivalent of the artillery of the 
three other nations. [t says: ** Nine batteries are 
already provided witb field guns of the new pat- 
tern, avd it is confidently expetted that, by the 
close of the next spring, tbe entire series of field and 
horse artillery batteries, amounting to 33 or #4, 
composing the artillery arm of the two prospective 
army corps, will be furnished with the 12-pouader 
breech-louding steel guy. Fourteen batteries pos- 
sess at present that most excellent and powerful 
muzzle-loader, the 138-pounder chambered gun.” 
The batteries in Lodia are also to be rearmed as rap- 
idly as possible. The Gazette continues: ** We re- 
marked that the new gun was superior to its * equi- 
valent’ in thé artillery of foreign powers. But as it 
isat present regarded as the service weapon both 
for * field’ and ‘horse’ batteries, itis not quite just 
to institute this comparison. The Russians, for iu- 
stance, bave a 15-pounder in their field artillery, 
and even a gun which throws a projectile of 27 Ibs. 
weight. But as the powder charges for these wea- 
pons are only 3 1b. and 43¢ Ib. respectively, the velc- 
city acquired is not particularly good. It is under- 
stood, bowever, that ultimately the 12-pounder will 
be relegated to the duty of arming horse batteries 
alone, and tbut the recently-designed 20 pounder is 
to be the field gun of the future. This is a most po- 
tentand promising weapon, weighing only 12 cwt.,. 
yet throwing soe heavy a shell; it has a powder ca- 
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pacity of no Jess than 6 |bs., and gives a muzzle 
ocity of 1,650 foot seconds. The diameter of bore 
3.4 inches, and the total length is only half an ineh 


under 9 feet, The whole is constructed of steel, the 
jacket being jointed to the trunnion ring) with 
‘jocking-shoulders,’ connected by the bayonet joint 
and wedges.

For three hours the review lasted, the Russian be- 
coming at each moment more and more enthusiastic 
at the élan and precision with which the mancwu- 
vres were executed. When it was over Shobeleff 
and the doctor found themselves near tha upper 
of the common, and naturallv enough he of 
green feathers invited his companion to go over 
the Herbert Hospital, which Skobeleff was never 
tired of praising as the best be ever saw. Then they 
strolled down to the old barracks, taking a peep on 
the way at Woolwich Academy, where the cadets 
for the engiweers and artillery are truined, and at 
the barracks the doctor introduced the hero of 
Kinva as a Russian officer to some of the artillery 
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officers who by this time were making their way to 
the mess room. No name was mentioved, because 
it bad vot occurred to the surgeon to inquire how 
his new-found friend was called, and the “gunners” 
were not more curious, theugh equally obliging. 
They found their visitor was foll of pleasant things 
to say about the review, and so offhand they took 
him in to luncbeon. It was a guest day, and the 
mess tables were loaded with the magnificent plate 
belonging to the regiment. The dashing Muscovite 
was soon very much at home and did ample justice 
to the fare before him. Nor were the gunners long 
in tinding out what a “ good fellow” he was; so af- 
ter luncbeon he was regaled with regalias in the 
unte-room, and then taken to the repository, where 
everything was explained to bim. ext to the ro- 
tunda or museum, where nothing seemed to have 
attracted his attraction more than the ingenivus 
ae by which, through a ball of quicksilver 
running down a polished plate and then stnkinug a 
spring which cants tbe plate, the nearest approach 
to perpetual motion which has ever been secured is 
effected.

In default of a good hotel, 
he was able on the fringe of the common to find a 
bed in an officers’ Jodging house. In the morning he 
sought an outfitter’s, where he was able to purchase 
enough to maintain his personal comfort, and bis 
young friends put him througk the whole routine 
of lifein Woolwich. The day after that they took 
him over the Royal Arsenal. A second day was de- 
voted to this. hen there came a cavalry day, with 
the dragoon regiment and the horse artillery only, 
and soon to theend of the week, when Skobelcff 
awoke to tbe fact that even by travelling day and 
night he could bardly get back to St. Petersburg 
within the limit of his leave.
